miles from here. 
The new school, built with the 
aid of a $56,250 grant from the 
PWA. replaces ten one-room schools, 
where the children of the pictur­ 
esque “plain people" formerly re­ 
ceived their elementary education. 
School authorities counted nases 
as the building was opened or classes 
in this rich southeastern Pennsyl­ 
vania tobacco-growing county and 
found at least a dozen Amish and 
Mennonite children absent. 
Two 
who wore the sombre garbs of the 
sects entered the building. 
“They’ll all be here in a day or 
so." said Harvey H Heller, secretary 
of the school board. 
“They just 
have a grudge against this school." 
The Amish and Mennonites op­ 
posed the new school saying, in ef­ 
fect, “what was good enough for our 
fathers is good enough for our chil­ 
dren." 
‘We'll Just let them help with the j 
corn husking at home.” said Jon­ 
athan Zook, one of the leaders in 
the fight against the school. 
“We 
wont send our children to that 
place. 
We ll go to jail first." 
John Foose. a school board mein- I 
ber. said the board would prosecute 
any parent who refused to send his 
children to school. 
One township 
school, caring for 37 children, he1 
said, will remain in use. 
All other 
children 
must 
attend 
the 
new 
school. 
The “plain people" usually stay 
away from the law, but last year 
they went into the courts to “save” 
their children. 
Now, they say, they will go to the
